Citizens of Hempstead county will 


recall that when this newspaper, the 
City of Hope, and citizens generally, 
openly opposed the granting of any 
more liquor store permits in a town 
where there are already six, Commis- 
sioner Wiseman sent an investigator 
down here—and, after determining 
that this was actually the local senti- 
ment, and not merely the attitude of 
the six present permit-holders, Com- 
missioner Wiseman rejected the sev- 
enth application. 


This was a good public service by 


the commissioner—but we interpret 
his statement of last week-end to 
mean that no similar good service will 
be performed in the future. 


We 
presume 
that 
Commissioner 


Wiseman has merely gotten tired of 
acting as arbitrator in local squabbles 
over the permit question, and has de- 
cided to "wash his hands of the whole 
business." 


If he feels that way about it he 


ought to get out right now. He'll be 
invited to get out if he tampers with 
the situation in Hope, where there are 
already too, many liquor stores but 
where there is always somebody anx- 
ious to start a new one.

The Star ""never ' has endorsed the 


present method of handling the legal 
sale of liquor in Arkansas. 


We have no faith whatsoever in the 


ability of the liquor business to keep 
within safe bounds. 


But on the other hand, no conscien- 


tious disciple of law enforcement can 
have any possible use for a statutory 
prohibitionist. 


Between these two extremes—the 


man who believes liquor can be safe- 
ly bought and sold just as groceries 
and dry goods arc bought and sold, 
and the man who believes liquor can 
be "exterminated"—between these two 
extremes lies the middle-of-the-road 
policy outlined by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., when he abandoned the 
Anti-Saloon League. 


Mr. Rockefeller's policy is well 


known to readers of The Star—it is 
the state dispensary system, with one 
publicly-owned store for each com- 
munity. 


No arguments over permits, no perils 


of private competition—for under this 
system liquor would be a public mon- 
opoly, handled as the water and light 
utilities arc handled. 


Iowa and 13 other states turned 


from prohibition to the Rockefeller 
plan—but some hard-headed and ill- 
advised Anti-Saloon Leaguers waiting 
on the legislature at Little Rock killed 
Governor Futrell's similar recommen- 
dation for Arkansas. 


The Iowa plan particularly appeals 


to this writer. Liquor advertising is 
barred from the newspapers and the 
radio; and the state-owned stores are 
forbidden to maintain any show-win- 
dows. 


To this day The Star has consistent- 


ly rejected any and all liquor adver- 
tising—hoping that some clay the tem- 
perance forces of Arkansas would give 
real backing to the Rockefeller plan.

Alcoholic Poison 


Is Proved Myth 


Effect Is Produced by Re- 


sultant Poor Diet, and 


Can Be Corrected

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—(/P)—Ten men 


and women who recovered from whis- 
ky paralysis and alcoholic insanity 
while drinking daily up to 1'A quarts 
of whisky, were cited to the Harvard 
Medical School tercentenary Monday 
in proof of a discovery that alcohol, 
which has been blamed for thousands 
of years, is not the cause. 


The 10 were relieved completely by 


food plus Vitamin B. They were part 
of 75 alcoholic patients with whisky 
paralysis who were also apparently 
cured by diet alone. The 10 cases were 
kept virtually tipsy all the time in a 
hospital to make sure that starvation 
was the main trouble. 


All 10 had whisky paralysis, mcdicul- 


ly culled alcoholic polyneurities, which 
affects the arms and legs. Several had 
insanity, a mild form which includes 
delusions (but not delirium tremens) 
loss of memory and confusion in think- 
ing. 


Two other diseases which have been 


considered due to an unknown "poi- 
soning" were shown to be similary due 
to starvation, especially for Vitamin B. 
One was a frequently fatal pregnacy 
paralysis. The other was a pernicious 
anemia paralysis. 


The alcoholic, pregnacy and anemia

There was no appreciable 
movement—so a three-second "time exposure" was pos- 
sible. That's 150 times more exposure than given an 
"action" picture, which is taken at l/50th of a second, 
and then has to be "boosted" with the aid of a photo- 
flash lamp.

Thalberg, Genius 


of Films, Is Dead 


Husband of Norma Shear- 


er Famed Producer of 


"Mutiny on. Bounty" 


SANTA MONICA, Cal.—<£>)—Irving 


Thalberg, the 37-year-old producer 
whom the film world held up as a 
business genius and a model husband, 
died unexpectedly Monday at the 
beach home he shared with his ac- 
tress-wife, Norma Shearer. Miss Shear- 
er, who played the feminine title role 
in Thalberg's latest production, "Ro- 
meo and Juliet," was at his bed- 
side at the end. 


Thalberg died of lobar pneumonia 


which developed from a slight cold 
contracted several days ago. His ill- 
ness became critical shortly before 
dawn and he died at 10:26 a. m. 


Thalberg's was a spectacular career 


in Hollywood. He came into the in- 
dustry as private secretary to Carl 
Laemmle Sr., former head of Univer- 
sal Studios. After two years at that 
post, he went directly to the position 
of general manager and director of 
Universal. He was then 21. 


Within a few years, he signed a con- 


tract as a producer at the studio which 
was the forerunner of M. G. M. It 
was there he met Miss Shearer. 


After their marriage in 1928, she of- 


ten told the story of his courtship. She 
said he was excessively bashful, and 
that for years, they were "Miss Shear- 
er" and "Mr. Thalberg" to each other. 
Despite daily meetings in the course 
of their work in the studio, she recall* 
cd, it was nearly six months before he 
asked her for a "date." 


Among the screen players Thalberg 


helped to stardom were John Gilbert, 
Greta Garbo, Lon Chaney, Ramon Na- 
varro, Robert Montgomery and Clark 
Gable. 


He produced some of Hollywood's 


most lavish films during the era of the 
silent screen, and took the advent of 
sound in stride. Associates said his 
quick ability to size up both player, 
talent and story material made him 
almost unique in production ranks.

Anesthetics such as chloroform and 


ether, occasionally purchased for use 
in destroying animal life, should be 
disposed of immediately after use and 
never kept permanently in the family 
medicine chest. These products are 
dangerous poisons, either inflammable 
or. explosive, and a menace unless un- 
der complete and proper control.

was making 


claims to the state championship. Our 
coach challenged St. Cloud for a post- 
season game. His defi was quickly 
accepted. The game wasn't played, 
however. The day before we were to 
get into action a terrific snowstorm 
began and a good old-fashioned Min- 
nesota winter set in. 


The one game that I remember in 


high school was against Hutchinson in 
1910. Tackled hard on a frozen field, 
I had two teeth chipped. I thought 
that would ruin my athletic career, as 
the folks didn't care so much about 
piling up doctor and dental bills.

Sheep's Foot Gives 


Engineers Lesson 


Mechanical 'Copy' Tamps 
Earth in Place for Huge 


U. S. Dam 


FORT PECK, Mont.-(/Pj-A "mechan- 
ical sheep" with tiny steel feet is 
helping pound a huge dam into place 
here. 


Army enginers in charge of Fort 


Peck dam, largest earth-fill barrier in 
the world, explain they are applying a 
lesson learned by sheepmen when 
they first brought flocks to graze on 
western frontier lands. 


The sheep, it was noticed, packed 


the range down so tight that the earth 
hardly could be plowed. 


So engineers devised a htavy ma- 


chine called a "sheepsfoot roller" th;it 
is proving a big help as a dam-build- 
er. The "mechanical sheep" consists 
of two steel cylinders, weighing 15,000 
pounds. On each cylinder are 72 pro- 
jecting "feet," shaped like the hoof of 
a sheep. 


Pulled by a heavy tractor, the roll- 


ers revolve and the steel "feet" pack 
down thin layers of dampened soil 
along a 2,500-foot strip that tapers out

them all— New York and Pennsylvania. 


Considering the Democratic headstart 


in the south, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania always have been regarded as 
absolutely indispensable to the elec- 
tion of a Republican President. That 
is true this year. 


Some party statisticians figure that 


the Republican ticket might conceive- 
ably win with only one of these states 
in an exceedingly close election; but 
agreement is general that if both of 
them are lost, the election is lost. And 
both are stubbornly contested ground 
now. 


It is no accident that, of all the states 


in the union, Governor Landon chose 
Pennsylvania and New York for the 
opening speeches of his campaign, and 
plans to return to them just before 
election day. They are, in a very real 
Sense, the Alpha and Omega of Repub- 
lican fortunes.

Billions for Relief Now, but Bill Calling for Modest 


Sum Was Turned Down in 1932 


NEW YORK—Since federal relief expenditures, policies and administration 


have become the outstanding issue of the presidential campaign, it is interest- 
ing to recall that only four and a half years ago the Senate voted down the 
LaFollette-Sostigan relief bill, 48 to 35. 


Senators LaFollette and 
Sostigani 


asked for a distribution of only $375,- 
000,000 of federal funds through local 
charitable agencies. It's a long way 
from that modest suggestion to the 
present huge WPA organization and 
the billions that have poured out of the 
federal treasury for relief purposes. 


But the way has baen traveled rapid- 


ly. 
Conservative 
Republicans 
and 


Democrats insisted in 1932 that relief 
was a matter for states and commun- 
ities. 


Today the Republicans, although not 


demanding a cessation of federal con- 
tributions, are calling for a return to 
local control. 


23 Out of Senate 


Sixteen Republican senators of the 


30 who voted or paired against the La- 
Follette-Costigan bill and seven of the 
21 Democrats who did KO have since 
been retired, in nearly all cases by the 
voters. 


Among the former were such once 


celebrated names as Moses of New 
Hampshire, Bingham of Connecticut, 
Reed of Pennsylvania, Smoot of Utah 
and Watson of Indiana. 


Eight of the 30 came up for re-elec- 


tion this year—Harbour of New Jersey, 
Capper of Kansas, Carey of Wyoming, 
Dickinson of Iowa, Has.ings of Dela- 
ware, who has withdrawn; Keyes of 
New Hampshire, opposed fur renom- 
ination by Moses; McNarj of Oregon 
and White of Maine.

"Bona Fides" Sprouted 


When California joined the rush of 


states to legalize liquor sales by the 
drink and package, the enabling lcg-> 
station prohibited the use of the word 
saloon and confined single drink s;ile# 
o bona fide cafes, where no beer of 
tronger drink could be served with- 
uot food. Enforcement was placed in 
he hands of the state board of equali- 
zation. 


"Bona fide" drinking places sprout- 


ed overnight with rubber sandwiches 
he principal appetizer. Signs—from 
a foot to a yard high—began appear- 
ng on the streets shouting that "beer- 
wine-whisky" were inside—with men- 
lien of food in dully painted letters. 


The board of equalization saw an 


unprecedented growth of eating es- 
.ablishments and 
decided beer 
or 


stronger drinks could not be mention- 
ed in letters more than six inches high. 
Shortly thereafter it ruled that tavern, 
inn, 
buffet, etc., were not proper 


words to hang in lights in front of 
drinking emporiums. 


The result? Gaudy illuminated signs
